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Teachers Federation

A proposed resolution calling 
for the establishment of an elect- 
ed appeals board that would eval - 
uate tenure issues using “just 
cause”’ as the criteria, was pre- 
sented by the executive board 
of the American Federation of 
Teachers yesterday in an open 
meeting in Douglass Hall, 

The proposed appeals board 
would be established so ‘‘that 
if a full time faculty member 
is denied tenure at the com- 
pletion of four years of employ- 
ment and if he seeks redress 
through an appeals board, he 
can request of that appeals board 
that just cause be established 
as the grounds for the denial 
of tenure,’’ according to the re- 
solution, 

Dr, Alex Garber, sociology 
professor, presided at the meet- 
ing of Local 1593 of the AFT in 
which 30 faculty members 
discussed the resolution that will 
be mailed to the total member- 
ship for a vote, An amendment 
to the resolution was also pro- 
posed which asked that appeals 
hearings be given in a prescrib- 
ed time, 

Dr. Garber stated that if there 
is a majority ‘‘yes’’ vote, by the 
AFT membership, the executive 
board will approach the various 
faculty orgainzations, the college 
council and the president 
requesting action on the resol- 
ution, 

The resolution states further 
that the ultimate procedure for 
dealing with the “‘problems of 
tenure’? must be resolved in 
a collective bargaining agree- 
ment between the Board of Trust- 
ees and a bargaining agent sel- 
ected by the state college faculty. 

“But whatever new basis is 
established, all procedures for 
granting tenure under conditions 
of collective bargaining should 
be determined by the local aca- 
demic senate (the college council!) 
in consultation with the college 
president,’’ the resolution states. 

Discussion during the meet- 
ing centered around the faculty 
member’s statements that the 
present tenure granting proced- 
ure is inadequate, It was pointed 
out by yarious faculty members 
that there is no porcedure in 
the faculty manual (which pre- 
scribes al! procedures on faculty 
matters) for reviewing the cause 
of a person being denied tenure, 

(Meeting at the same time a 
few doors down the hall from the 
AFT meeting was a faculty com- 
mittee that was evaluating 
the present criteria for granting 
tenure. Headed by Dr, John Egan, 
the committee will submit their 
findings to the college council 
next Tuesday.) 


A non-tenured faculty member 
attending the AFT meeting, re- 
quested withholding of name, 
stated that the present “‘due 
process” used in reviewing de- 
partment decisions pertains to 
procedure rather “than a sub- 
stantive review of the cause for 
not granting tenure.”

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College Council Committee 
To Decide On Student Reps; 
Voting Rights On Committees 


A special committee of the 
College Council will recommend 
to that body next Tuesday that 
voting student members be ap- 
pointed to twenty college commit- 
tees on which students do not now 
serve, 

The ad hoc committee on stu- 
dent representation will also 
make several other proposals 
aimed at establishing machinery 
through which student opinions 
and criticisms can he more 
clearly expressed and evaluated. 

According to the ad hoc com- 
mittee’s report, the following 
college committees would bene- 
fit by the addition of two stu- 


~ STUDENTS IN MATH DEPT. 
TO DECIDE ON STAFF CHANGES 


Student representation in de- 
ciding matters of retention, dis- 
missal, temure and promotion 
of faculty members is now as- 
sured in at least one depart- 
ment of the College, 

In a motion passed this Tues- 
day, the Mathematics department 
has requested the Board of Dir- 
ectors to arrange immediate sel- 
ection of three undergraduate , 
math majors to serve as a com- 
mittee to advise the department 
on matters of retention, dismis- 
sal, tenure and promotion of: 
departmental faculty members, 

Professor Stan Hughart, head 
of the department, said yester- 
day that the math faculty has 
been considering this step since 


last spring. 


Hughart explained that the De- 
partment hoped the appointed stu- 
dents would operate in whatever 


way they found most effective 
either formally or informally. 
Thé point, said Hughart, was 
to seek and receive the advice 
of students regarding the aca- 
demic affairs of the department. 

The department’s motion was 
presented to the BOD by ASSSC 
President Kit Oase, At that time 
bod chairman Lee _ Ritchey 
stated that he would work with 
Ron Culver, math and science 
representative, in the selection 
of the student appointees. 

Oase told the Hornet he was 
pleasantly surprised by the mo- 


* tion, which he said “‘show the 


faculty is concerned as far as 
involving student opinion,’’ He 
added that the math departmenf’s 
action showed that faculty mem- 
bers realize that students are 
concerned, and would like to have 
more say in the academic op- 
eration of the college. 


dents, selected by the ASSSC in 
a manner deemed appropriate by 
them, as voting members: 

Academic standards, arbor- 
etum, audio visual, campus plan- 
ning, campus safety, commence- 
ment, educational policies, en- 
rollment, faculty personnel, fu- 
ture college teachers, general 
education, graduate programs, 
homecoming coordination, hon- 
ors program, international stu- 
dents, library, scholarships, fel- 
lowships, awards and loans, stu- 
dent advising and television and 
radio. 

It was the feeling of the ad hoc 
committee to retain faculty mem- 
bership only, on the following 
college committees: 

Budget, committee on com- 
mittees, credential candidates, 
electronic data processing, fac- 
ulty evaluation board, pupil per- 
sonnel services credential, re- 
search and sabbatical leave. 

Students already serve on 
committees handling alumni af- 
fairs, college housing, cultural 
programs, registration pro- 
cedures and student activities. 
It was the decision of the ad 
hoc committee that students 
should continue to serve on these 
committees. 

The ad hoc committee also 
will propose official student ob- 
servers for all meetings of the 
College Council, and will suggest 
a brief period on every College 
Council agenda for a report of 
recommendations or criticisms 
of policy from the student body 
president or his representative. 

When discussing the report 
of the ad hoc committee at this 
week's BOD meeting, ASSSC 
President Kit Oase said that he 
still favored having a student 
as a voting member of the Col-

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Poll Indicates Reagan, 
Brown Neck n’ Neck 


Governor Edmund G, Brown 
and Ronald Reagan are neck and 
neck in their race for Governor in 
Secramento County, but more 
voters feel that Brown will be 
re-elected to a third term. 


This seems to be the indi- 
cation given by a preliminary 
analysis of the voter survey tak- 
en by Prof. Gary Wilhelm’s pub- 
lic opinion and propaganda class, 


All of the preliminary results 
are based on a random sample 
of about 400 that was taken be- 
tween October 10 and 20 in Sac- 
ramento and surrounding subur~ 
ban areas. 


According to the preliminary 
analysis, 49 per cent of the elec- 
torate expect Brown to be 
re-elected; 38 percent expect 
Reagan to win; and 13 per cent 
don’t know, 


In other state races, prelim- 
inlary indications are that J.ieu- 
tenant Governor Glen M. Ander- 
son leads Republican contender 
Robert Finch by about 1” per- 
centage points, 


In the race for Secretary of 
State, incumbent Republican 
Frank Jordon leads Democrat 
Norbert Schiei with an approxi- 
mate two to one edge, About one- 
third of the sample was unde- 
cided in this race. 


Democrat incumbent Thomas 
Lynch leads Spencer Williams by 
almost as much as Jordon’s lead 
over Schiei. 


Regarding the much-discus- 
sed CLEAN amendment, prop- 
osition 16, 57 per cent of the 
electorate remains wadecided. 18 


percent of those sampled favor 
the anto-obscenity initiative and 
21 percent indicated they would 
vote against it, 


Seventy-three percent of those 
sampled are undecided on prop- 
sition la, regarding proposed 
revision of the State Constitu- 
tion dealing with the separation of 
powers and with the legislative, 
executive and judicial depart- 
ments of State Governments, 


Proposition 2, the school bond 
issue for colleges and univer- 
sities, was favored by 50 per 
cent of those polled, Eleven per 
cent were against the measure 
and 39 per cent did not know 
how they would vote. 


All of these estimates are bas- 
ed on preliminary analysis only. 
A detailed report of the results 
of the Wilhelm survey will appear 
in the State Hornet in the near 
future,

After careful deliberation, 
Judge Goldberg reduced the 
fine—to twenty-five cents, Ines- 
sence Janis won her case, 

As she was being led from the 
courtroom, the bailiff mumbled 
to the clerk, ‘‘We haven’t seen 
a case like this in years!”’

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Only 3% Amendment Vote Turn Out; 
Co-ordinator Suggests: End Elections 


‘*Since only about three pre- 
cent of the student body voted, 
(in this week’s constitutional 
amendment election) perhaps fu- 
ture elections can be eradicated, 
Would even ten percent of this 
campus care?’ 

So said Elections Coordinator 
Orrin Everhart, adding that ‘‘It 
takes a minimum of 70 people 
to administer the polls at three 
locations for one day. Seventy 
people serving 350 voters seems 
grossly inefficient, Was it worth 
it?’ 

Actually, it was only thre+ 
hundred and forty-nine students 
who, voting this week, passed 
all but three amendments to the 
ASSSC Constitution, There were 
10,783 eligible voters, 

The motions which failed of 
passage were: 

The proposition to lower 
the grade point average require- 
ment for all members of the jud- 
icial branch of the ASSSC from 
2.5 to 2.0, 

The proposition to allow the 
BOD to pass statutes by a maj- 
ority, rather than a two thirds 
vote, 

The proposition to allow more 
flexibility in removing appoint- 
ed officers of the ASSSC, 

In order to pass a motion had 
to receive a two-thirds vote, or 
233 ‘‘yes’’ votes,

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(4) a measure to replace those 
sections of the statute which 
allows the ASSSC President to 
have an absolute, rather than the 
suspensory veto over the activit- 
ies boards, This proposal will 
also protect ASSSC elections 
from arbitrary revocation by any 
branch of the ASSSC government, 

(5) a measure that allows 
the BOD to determine its per- 
manent vice chairman, It also 
takes into account changes in 
the number of members of the 
BOD, 

(6) a measure to place the BOD 
vice chairman in the line of tem- 
porary succession to the ASSSC 
Presidency in the case of 
vacancy, 

(7) a measure which sets forth 
rules of procedure and due pro- 
cess for the Board of Justice 
to follow in administration dis- 
ciplinary cases at present.

Views People 
In Two Spheres 


“I believe that our intellec- 
tual society is increasingly be- 
ing split into two polar groups,”’ 
said SSC physical chemistry pro- 
fessor Rodney Sime, leaning back 
in his chair in the chemistry of- 
fice. ‘‘Literary intellectuals are 
at one end of the pole while sci- 
entists, primarily physical sci- 
entists, are at the other. 

An Alexander von Humboldt 
Fellowship from the West Ger- 
man Government enabled Sime 
to do research at the University 
of Tubigen for the past two years 
and to be the first at SSC to re- 
ceive the Faculty Research 
Award, The fellowship supports 
all academic fields of learning 
and invites world-wide participa- 
tion. 

Although it was our task to 
uncover the nature of Sime’s re- 
search, it was obvious that our 
curiosities were to remain un- 
satisfied, Because of a gulf of mu- 
tual incomprehension and a lack 
of understanding between the sci- 
entist and the non-scientist, Sime 
felt that the nature of his re- 
search could not be easily ex- 
plained. Therefore, so that con- 
fusion will not prevail in the 
minds of our readers, we will 
simply say that Sime concentrat- 
ed his research on physical 
chemistry. 

Aithough his depth studies and 
research were important, Sime 
felt that an opportunity to ex- 
change ideas and conventions with 
other scientists of the world was 
the most rewarding aspect of his 
study. Because of the nature of 
physical science, Sime felt that 
scientists are able to inter- 
nationally collaborate more free- 
ly than are those non-scientists 
who are involved in the more 
controv::sial subjects. 

To eligible for the Hum- 
boldt —ellowship, one must have 
eld PhD for at least five 
years and he must speak and un- 

derstand German. 

Besides teaching upper divi- 
sion physical chemistry and 
quantitative analysis, Sime has 
been active in research in high 
temperature chemistry. He has 
received several supporting 
grants from the National Science 
Foundation. 
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Sacramento State College has 
received approval of three sum- 
mer session institutes for 1967, 
support funds for which total 
$223,972. H. J. McCormick, dean 
of the SSC summer session an- 
nounced, 

A summer reading institute, 
to be directed by Warren L. 
Prentice, associate professor of 
education, will be financed 
through a grant of $76,564 made 
available through the National 
Defense Education Act, 

Robert McAdam, assistant 
professor of Education, will head 
a six week institute devoted to ed- 
ucational media. Funds from 
NDEA for this institute total 
$63,260, 

An institute for secondary 
school teachers and supervisors 
of disadvantaged youth in the field 
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of English will receive a grant 
of $82,968. This institute will be 
directed by George Gardner of 
the Division of Teacher Educa- 
tion, 

All three institutes will begin 
on June 19 and run for six weeks, 
Tuition and subsistance allow- 
ances will be provided for those 
educators who are successfully 
admitted to the institutes.

the three summer programs will 
be available in the weeks ahead 
from the respective directors.

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STUDENTS IN TENURE PARTICIPATION 


‘They’re moving out the 
whales to make room for the 
minnows,” 

Charles K. Mitchell, former 
SSC English instructor, says this 
is one comment he heard regard- 
ing the denial of tenure to Vic- 
tor Comerchero, assistant pro- 
fessor of English, and he tends 


to agree with it. 
Mitchell was one of several 
faculty members who last 


year gave active support and en- 
couragement to students seeking 
to retain Molly Irwin on the 
faculty. 

He has since resigned his 
position and left SSC, but this 
week Mitchell has returned “to 
visit old friends’’ on campus, 

Asked if he was going to par- 
ticipate in the present tenure 
issue, Mitchell said, ‘‘If I thought 
there was something to do tohelp 
I would make myself available for 
anything at all.’’ 

He went on to say that stu- 
dents who want to keep Comer~ 
chero here ‘‘should make known 
that their support for Dr, Com- 
erchero is boundless and that 
their purpose is to do whatever 
is necessary to assure that be- 
fore the end of the year an in- 
telligent professional solution is 
reached,” 

The instructor went on to say 
that if opposition to things as 
they are isforceful enough, Com- 
erchero will be granted tenure. 

However, Mitchell counsels 
students to remember that an- 
other issue is involved beyond 
the immediate problem of retain- 
ing this particular teacher, That 
issue is the establishment of 
procedures through which 
students can have a real and 
meaningful voice indepartmental 
and academic affairs, 

He emphasized that students 
‘‘mustn’t wait till things get des- 
perate in the spring’’ to take 
steps in this direction, and they 
must not give up on it just be- 
cause Comerchero gets tenure, 

As he went on, Mitchell point- 
ed out that if all student efforts 
are directed toward this single 
goal of Comerchero’s tenure, 
students will get no farther with 
the procedural issue than they did 
last year. 

He gave the example of An- 
tioch College in Ohio as a pro- 
gressive school where the stu- 
dents’ voice is heard in the aca- 
demic administration of the col- 
lege, At Antioch the credentials 
of potential faculty members and 
those applying for tenure are 
submitted to a student committee, 
This system, according to Mitch- 
ell, allows students to “parti- 
cipate reasonably in the affairs 
of the college as a whole.”’ 
When this reporter pointed out 
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that Antioch is an exception and 
that most student bodies have 
only as much power as SSC in 
tenure decisions, Mitchell re- 
plied, “Yes, but why would we 
pattern ourselves after the worst 
in American education?” He 
added that the fact of students’ 
non-participation in these deci- 
sions only indicates the sorry 
State of American education. 

The professor contends that an 
academic institution, like any 
institution, ‘‘will dehumanize and 
mechanize if they can.’ Mitchell 
said that students are turned out 
as the product of a “‘factory,”’ 
which is the effort of a ‘‘mechan- 
ical institution.” 

He explained that students 
must help to make the institu- 
tion see that the product is hum- 
an, or else they will simply go 
through four years of mindless 
“cutting and shaping.’’ 

He asserted that in the long 
run the student protests will have 
a good effect on the image of 
SSC because the public will come 
to realize that a school with an 
active student body is involved; 
a school with a passive student 
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poses ‘‘dead,’’ 

Mitchell went on to say that 
“deep down’’ parents don’t want 
their children “ground and pol- 
ished’ but prefer them to be in 
an atmosphere of inquiry and 
growth, 

He concluded that the rest of 
the faculty is by now more aware 
of the nature of the problem ‘‘and 
there should be no need for the 
question of Dr, Comerchero’s 
tenure to attenuate itself as Mrs. 
Irwin’s did,”’

SSC Drama Production, 
‘A Midsummer Nightmare’

Well ... you can’t win ’em 
all! The Sacramento State Dra- 
ma Department has a reputation 
for presenting some of the best 
theater within miles, But’s let’s 
face it. The production of ‘‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream” that 
1 witnessed last weekend was a 
mistake. 

A lack of unity and a series 
of technical blunders resulted 
in three hours of tedium, It was 
as if I were seeing seven stones 
in one setting. The guiding hand 
that in the past has polished 
all facets of production into a 
gleaming jewel seemed to be 
missing. 

First and foremost of the 
flaws assaulting the audience was 
the lack of understanding of the 
play on the part of a majority 
of the cast. This was particular- 
ly noticeable in the “mechani- 
cals.’’ The hilarious double en- 
tendre of their lines was com- 
pletely by-passed in their eager 
endeavors to upstage one another. 
(Quince’s bottom tastelessly out- 
shone Bottom’s ass). 

Bruce Lombardi (Theseus) has 
a strong voice but unfortunately 
his diction and a propensity to 
play with his back toward the 
audience all but made the Duke 
a nonentity. Jeri Strong (Hermia) 
is rivaled only by the micro- 
phone ‘‘feedback’’ at a testimon- 
ial dinner. 

The dancing under the 
direction of Choreographer Jere 
Curry was part ballet, part jazz 


and part old-fashioned hoofing 
(the kind that went out with the 
Palace), Mendelssohn must be 
spinning. The costumes, while 
colorful, were not harmonious nor 
were they the least bit flatter- 
ing to those who wore them. 

I do not wish however, to con- 
demn the play as a total fail- 
ure, There were moments when 
it glistened. The set (designed 
by Larry Shumate)was a master- 
piece of engineering—if some- 
what noisy to shift. 

The palace and Athenian wood 
were constructed on two turn- 
tables which concealed within 
them not only the mechanical 
means to revolve them but a 
system of fog-ducts that must 
resemble the Los Angeles sewer 
system. The wood twinkled with 
fire flys and oozed fog on cue, 
often being more entertaining than 
the actors who were playing in 
front, 

Otustanding among the cast 
were Jon Kimbell (Oberon) and 
Sally Mertz (Titania), Always in 
command of their roles, these 
two contributed humor without the 
loss of dignity. When they were 
onstage the play was at its best. 

John Gunn portrayed Snout 
with discretion and a comic time 
ing that was flawless, You didn’t 
notice? I’m not surprised, That 
often happens to a good sup- 
porting actor. 

Although she had but one major 
scene, Robin Pearso~ ‘s to be 
applauded for her pro.vayal of 
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on the new Art Building, Christ- 
ening of the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacran ento State College 
(ASSSC) came in March, 1956, 
when over one thousand students 
voted for ad-p*ion of a new con- 
stitution.

lege Council. Last year’s ASSSC 
President, John Poswall, shared 
this opinion and worked unsuc- 
cessfully towards this aim. 

At the BOD meeing Mrs. Mar- 
garet McKeane, associate dean 
of students and member of the 
ad hoc committee, agreed that 
student voting representation was 
neeaed on the Council. She in- 
dicated that she would submit a 
minority report to the College 
Council on this point. 

The report of the ad hoc com- 
mittee also proposes exploration 
with the ASSSC of the prospects 
of establishing the office of stu- 
dent omsbudsman, who would re- 
ceive complaints from students, 
faculty and citizenry, and seek 
to translate the complaints into 
policy recommendations for con- 
sideration by the College Council. 

Another suggestion of the re- 
port is to remove ‘‘de facto’’ se- 
crecy from most of the deliber- 
ations of college committees by 
publicly announcing meetings, in- 
cluding the agenda, by scheduling 
meetings in rooms which can ac- 
commodate observers and by 
posting minutes of meetings. Stu- 
dent membership on each new 
standing committee and on ad hoc 
committees should be consid- 
ered, according to the report. 

A final proposal of the ad hoc 
committee’s report is that en- 
couragement be given to each 
department of the college to pro- 
mote participation by students in 
certain deliberations of the de- 
partment. especially those relat- 
ing to curriculum, and to produce 
an atmosphere in which students 
will talk frankly and freely about 
their observances of, and aspir- 
ations for, the college. 

The report at this point adds 
that transmitting to the appro- 
priate college committees the 
recommendations which may 
emerge from discussion between 
departmental faculty and their 
student majors is properly the 
responsibility of faculty. 

The ad hoc committee on stu- 
dent representation was formed 
last year by the College Council, 
which is a recommending body to 
the college president and is com- 
posed of faculty and administra- 
tors. 

In general comments, the 
committee’s report states that, 
**We have been aware of student 
demands for increased partici- 
pation by students in governing 
of the campuses; students on this 
campus have made demands for 
increased representation on ‘fac- 
ulty’ committees. Responses to 
student demands on other cam- 
puses provide no obvious solu- 
tions to our local situation.’ 

The report goes onto say that, 
‘The Committee accepts the pre- 
mise that the faculty is primar- 
ily responsible for recom- 
mending policies to the college 
president, We also insist that the 
wise faculty is one which has open 
and frank communication from 
and with students on all college 
policy matters, The affirmation 
of the pre-eminent role and re- 
sponsibility of the faculty in re- 
commending policy to the presi- 
dent is not adequate to dismiss 
student demands, not does it pro- 
vide adequate suggestions for ef- 
fective use of the abilities and in- 
sights of students regarding ad- 
ministering the college and im- 
proving instruction.’’ 

“The committee observes that 
students on this campus have 
served effectively and responsi- 
bly on a variety of college com- 
mittees for a number of years. 
The majority of committees, 
however, have been composed of 
faculty members only, The delib- 
erations, even the decisions, of 
almost all the committees have 
been poorly publicized and ana- 
lyzed by the college commun- 
ity.” 

The report of the committee 
concludes that, “It may be that 
these proposals shall not pro- 
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vide adequate means for the fac- 
ulty to hear the voice of the 
student, but they provide a be- 
ginning.’’ 

Commenting on the report of 
the committee, ASSSC President 
Oase said that it is a ‘‘step in 
the right direction as far as in- 
volving students.” 

Oase went on to say that stu- 
dents have shown that they can 
be responsible, and that the pro- 
posals of the report offer an 
opportunity to prove that they can 
contribute something to the col- 
lege community. 

Members of the ad hoc com- 
mittee, led by Leonard Cain, 
professor and head of the soci- 
ology department, are: Nicholas 
Bond, associate professor of psy- 
chology; John Brackmann, pro- 
fessor of psychology; Trevor 
Davey, associate professor and 
head, mechanical engineering de- 
partment, and Margaret Mc- 
Koane, associate dean of students 
for activities and housing.

/FWC Moment of Truth Tomorrow 


Hornets at San Francisco _ Hartiers Head 
For Conference Title Clash or Humboldt

the Hornets will either be on the verge 


of clinching their second Far Western Conference football title in 
three years or heading toward another also-ran season, The next two 


games, both on the road, will 
tell the story, at least as far as 
the Hornets are concerned. To- 
morrow, SSC travels to San Fran- 
cisco to play a team it has never 
beaten — the S,F, State Golden 
Gators, Next Saturday the 
Hornets head the other way — 
to Reno for a contest with the 
Nevada Wolfpack. 

The Gators will have more 
than just the home field advan- 
tage in tomorrow’s clash. The 
contest, scheduled to start at 
1:45 pm at the Lowell High 
School field, will mark San F ran- 
cisco’s 36th annual football 
homecoming. 

Entering tomorrow’s game, 
SSC and the Gators are tied for 
the FWC lead with 3-0 records. 
Both teams are 5-2 overall. The 
Hornets, after losing their first 
two, have come on to win five 
straight, including last week’s 
come from behind 36-24 victory 
over the Cal Aggies, San Fran- 
cisco, which has won four in a 
row, beat Cal State at Hayward 
last Saturday, 21-12. 

But that victory wasn’t as 
close as the score indicates. 
S.F. was in command all the 
way and didn’t even use its reg- 
ular quarterback, Randy Ketlin- 
ski,. who suffered a leg injury 
during the previous week’s 39- 
13 decision over Chico State. 
Bob Toledo called the signals 
and hit on 13 of 27 passes for 
160 yards, 

But Ketlinski, now fully re- 
covered, will be back at the 
starting post tomorrow. So far 
this season, he has hit on 43 
of 90 tries for 524 yards and 
eight touchdowns. 

Along with Ketlinski in the 
backfield will be halfbacks Joe 
Currie and Bill Pollock and 
fullback Whitney Dotson. Currie, 
with 377 yards in 94 carries, is 
one of the top rushers inthe FWC, 
Dotson is also over the 300-yard 
mark as he has 305 in 108 tries. 

Up front, the Gators are 
sparked by guard Elmer Collett 
and end Ed Larios, Collett, who 
is 6-4 and weighs 235 pounds, 
has been described by a San 
Francisco 49er official as being 
**the best lineman in Northern 
California.”’ Larios leads the 
receivers with 24 catches for 
421 yards and five touchdowns. 

Linebacker Rudy Lampera 
leads an aggressive Gator de- 
fense which has intercepted 13 














passes in the last three games. 

Ray Clemons’ Hornets turned 
in their best offensive effort of 
the season last week as they 
came from 14 points down to 
defeat their cross-river rivals, 
the Aggies. SSC rolled up 378 
yards total offense, including 133 
passing, both seasonal highs. 

But the Green and Gold won’t 
be entirely healthy for to- 
morrow’s contest. Regular de- 
fensive tackle David Conners in- 
jured his leg in the Aggie game 
and probably won’t play tomor- 
row, All-FWC defensive wing 
John McCarthy is still recover- 
ing from a bad knee and will 
see limited action. So will half- 
back-punter Dennis Jones, who 
has bruised ribs and has been 
limited to kicking in the last few 
games,

Proposition 2 will be submitted 
to the voters of California on 
November 8. The proposition 
calls for a $230 million bond 
issue to be utilized exclusively 
for meeting the construction, 
equipment and site acquisition 
needs of the California State 
Colleges and the University of 
California, allowing them to 
meet their increased enrollment 
demands, 


The proposition, supported by 
both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties, would provide 
some $7,300,000 for SSC to fi- 
nance a teacher education build- 
ing, a science lecture hall, a 
physical education classroome- 
lecture facility, and remodeling 
of the present speech and music 
building. 


SSC’s enrollment is up 10% 
over last year and should climb 
above the 20,000 mark by 1975, 
It is apparent if the demands for 
additional classrooms are to be 
met funds must be provided now 
to meet the increased enroll- 
ment. 


Without these funds, the whole 
construction program at SSC will 
be delayed for at least a year, 
and perhaps longer, at a time 
when every semester brings an 
increasing number of students 
who cannot, in all fairness, delay 
their education.
